The 
checks,

nearly $1600 provided Barnum 
with compensation for the peri­ 
od between December 
a n d 
May. 


The world’s 51st heart trans­ 
plant patient. Barnum will con­ 
tinue to receive $151.20 each 
month from Social Security un­ 
til he is able to return to his 
regular job as an accountant 
and manager of a Kalamazoo 
license plate office. 


Barnum has gained strength 
steadily since his September, 
1968, operation and now con­ 
ducts limited accounting busi­ 
ness over the phone three a 
four times a week. 


“I hope it won’t be too long 
before I get back to work, but 
I don’t know,” he says. 


“My heart is the least of my 
problems now,” Barnum said. 
“It is side effect» I have 
to 
worry about.” 


But Barnum has not let wor­ 
ries keep him from 
gradually 
returning to a full, active life. 
The accountant recently went 
fishing in Kalamazoo Lake. 


“I caught a couple of bilue- 
gills,” he confided with a smile.

Mount Pleasant says the So­ 
cial Security payments 
w i l l 
solve many of the 
financial 
problems brought on by the op­ 
eration. 


The transplant and subsequent 
hospitalization have brought bills 
exceeding $40,000 and as the to- 
tal continues to mount, with bi­ 
weekly trips to the Ann Arbor 
hospital where the operation 
took place.

WASHINGTON (AP) — Seu. 
Winston L. Prouty’s announce­ 
ment of support for the safe­ 
guard program has moved the 
administration close to Senate 
approval of the missile defense 
system—but 
critics

plugging for a compromise. 


Sen. George D. Aiken, like 
Prouty a Vermont Republican, 
says by giving a little ground 
the administration could com­ 
mand 60 of the 100 Senate votes 
rather than taking a chance on 
a one or two vote victory. 


The latest Associated Press 
poll shows ‘the Senate evenly 
split. 49 opposed and 49 for the 
antiballistic 
missile—ABM- 
prog ram as proposed by the ad­ 
ministration. Sen. John J. Wil­ 
liams, R-Del., has not commit­ 
ted himself and Sen. Thomas J. 
McIntyre, D-N.H., now says he 
also is uncommitted. McIntyre 
had been listed as opposed to 
ABM because he has offered an 
amendment which the adminis­ 
tration has not endorsed. 


Agnew Vote 


A tie vote would be broken by 
Vice President Spiro T. Agnew, 
as presiding officer of the Sen­ 
ate in favor of the administra­ 
tion. 


Aiken, who has announced his 
opposition to the ABM proposal 
as it stands, suggested in an in- 
t e r v i e w the administration 
could pick up 10 votes if any 
agreement could be reached on 
the sites for building Safeguard 
radars and computers—without 
arming them with missiles until 


later. The senator noted that 
ABM proponents have said there 
is no intention otf installing mis­ 
siles in the next three years. 


Aiken 
conceded Democratic 
Leader Mike Mansfield and oth­ 
er 
hardcore ABM opponents 
probably wouldn’t, be swayed 
because they w'ant any develop­ 
ment and testing to be in the 
Pacific rather than at. proposed

McIntyre Proposal 


Aiken said he thinks the pro­ 
posal by McIntyre for construc­

We 
are happy to be ready to fly.” 
Armstrong appeared at a tele­ 
vised news conference Monday 
night with Edwin E. Aldrin Jr., 
who will follow him down the

orbit overhead 
awaiting 
their return. 


Million To Watch 
Not far away, bathed -in flood­ 
lig h ts like the pampered star it 
j is, stood the 363-foot, tall Saturn 
5 rocket that will propel them 
j cmto the journey dreamed of 
perhaps since man first walked 
the earth.

Russia, which sent a mystery 
satellite to the moon—with ar­ 
rival timed nearly to coincide 
with America's historic launch 
—delivered no message. Some 
experts saw in their unmanned 
vehicle an attempt to pluck soil 
samples from the moon and re­ 
turn them before Armstrong, 
Aldrin and Collins can deliver 
theirs eight days after liftoff. 


Russian Feat 
Asked if he would be disap­ 
pointed if the Russians first 
snared lunar dirt. Aldrin said: 
“I’m sure all of us would. We'd 
like to return with everything 
we scit out to do on this flight.” 
What they set out to do was 
proposed by President John F. 
Kennedy in 1961: “I believe that 
this nation should commit itself 
to achieving the goal before this 
decade is out, of landing a man 
on the moon and returning him 
safely to earth.” 


Their precise flight plan calls 
for going into moon orbit at 1:26 
p.m. EDT Saturday, undocking 
the lunar lander from the moth­ 
er ship 24 hours later, and 
touching down on the moon at 
4:19 p.m. Sunday. 


But they’ll have to wait before 
, making their self-telev.sed lm- 
; print on the moon. First they 
must check the systems to pro­ 
pel them back up to the orbiting 
mother ship with Collins aboard, 
then try to sleep for lour hours. 


Man’s first step on the moon 
is set for 2:17 a.m. next Mon­ 
day.

Unwanted 'Services' 


Big government, its apologists claim, fs a 
result of increasing demands of tlie American 
people for moie services. 


The claim is open to dispute in \iew’ of the 
increasing size of the Department of Agricul­ 
ture. w’hich serves the needs of a diminishing 
number of farmers. A few' years back, notes Sen. 
Robeii: P. Griffin (R-Mich.) there were more 
than 8.8 million farmers in the United States and 
some 89,000 persons employed by the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. Griffin, at that time a 
freshman in the House of Representatives, W'ai 
so concerned about the growth of the depai'^nent 
that he decided to dramatize its expansion by 
offering an amendment to an agiicultural bill 
which w’ould prevent tlie number of employes in 
thé farm agency from ever exceeding the num­ 
ber of fanners. The House laughingly rejected 
the amendment. 


Senator Griffin notes that the issue is no 
laughing matter, however. “The number of fann­ 
ers has gone down to 4.6S8.000, a 41 per cent de­ 
crease.” he says. “The number of Agriculture 
Department employes has increased to 212,113, 
an increase of I'M pei- cent. In other words, there 
were formerly 87 farmers for every agiicultural 
employe. Toda.\. there are only 22 farmers for 
every employe.” 


in expanding its size, this one department 
merely is following a governiiient-wide trend. 
There were one million federal workers 30 year« 
ago. a figure which doubled in tlie next 10 years. 
At present tlie figure is ai'ound three million 


Tiie fact is the .Agriculture Department is 
offering “services” whicli many farmei's don’t 
even want. Tlie National Farm Bureau Fedei'a- 
tion, tlie largest farmeis’ organization, lias tried 
to reduce federal farm subsidies, but can’t get 
Washington to agree. The effect is that “sei*v- 
ices” are being piovided, it would seem, to .jus­ 
tify the gix>\vth of bu)-eaucracy. and not tlie other 
way around, as the proponents of big govern­ 
ment claim.

The telecast will begin just 
betbre Neil A. Armstrong steps 
foom 
a ladder on the moon 
lander to the lunar surface.

Unwanted 
Services' 


Big government, its apologists claim. Is a 
result of increasing demands of the American 
people for more services. 
The claim is open to dispute in view of the 
increasing size of the Department of Agricul­ 
ture. which serves the needs of a diminishing 
number of fanners. A few years back, notes Sen. 
Robert P. Griffin (R-Mich.) there were more 
than 8.8 million farmers in the United States and 
some 89,f}00 persons employed by tile Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture. Griffin, at that time a 
"roshman in the House of Representatives, was 
so concerned about the growth of the department 
that he decided to dramatize its expansion by 
offering an amendment to an agricultural bill 
which would prevent the number of employes in 
the farm agency from ever exceeding the num­ 
ber of farmers- The House laughingly rejected 
the amendment. 
Senator Griffin notes that the issue is no 
laughing matter, however. “The number of fann­ 
ers ha* gone down to 4,638.000, a 41 per cent de­ 
crease.' he says, “The number of Agriculture 
Department employes has increased to 212,113, 
an increase of 127 per cent. Tn other words, there 
were formerly 87 farmers for every agricultural 
employe. Today, there are only 22 farmers for 
every employe.” 
In expanding it* size, this one department 
merely is following a government-wide trend. 
There were one million federal workers 30 years 
ago. a figure which doubled in the next lo years. 
At present the figure is around three million 
Tl:e fact is the Agriculture Department is 
offering “services” which many fanners don’t 
even want. The National Farm Rureau Federa­ 
tion. th e la rg est farmers* organization, has tried 
to reduce federal faun subsidies, but can’t get 
Washington to aglee. The effect is that “serv­ 
ices" are being provided, it would seem, to jus- 
t ify the growth of bureaucracy, and not the other 
wa> around, as the proponents of big govern­ 
ment claim.

The C5A—w'orld's largest air 
transport—has been the focus of 
considerable criticism in Con­ 
gress because of soaring ex­ 
pense. 


Under original plans, the Air 
Force intended in 1965 to buy

that has escalated by SI.5 bil­ 
lion, according to official esti­ 
mates. 


In the ftice of the criticism, a 
major PentagcHi argiunent has 
been that the plane has been 
meeting or exceeding virtually 
all contract specifications.
